ay HAD TEN FIRES 


To date, the Mio District of the 
Iluron National Forest has had 10 
fires according to J. K. Adams, 
District Ranger. Approximately 75 
acres of forest land went up in 
smoke. The largest fire, 50 acres, 
was near Luzerne on Saturday, May 
23, 1964. ; 

In addition to these, the Forest 
Service dispatched units to 4 non- 
statistical fires and assisted the 
Michigan Department of Conser- 
vation on the Muskrat Lake and 
Smith Lake fires. 

The non-statistical fires were 
caused by property owners burning 
leaves and debris without securing 
burning permits. The fires were 
under contra] at all times but put 
up enough smoke for the lookouts to 
see them and notify the Ranger 
station. Ranger Adams said that 
fire units would not have been 
dispatched if burning permits had 
been issued and the Ranger had 
been aware of the property owners 
intention to .burn.. . 

Ranger Adams stressed the need 
for burning permits for any open 
‘fires when the ground is not snow 
covered. Michigan law requires 
them. By obtaining permits from 
either the Forest Service, or the 
Michigan Department of Conserva- 
tion, anyone contemplating burning 
can stay within the law as well as
